I x is grievous and very uneaſy to us, to ſee or hear,

almoſt in all; and Children before they can be in- 
duced to it by Arguments, diſcover an early Propen- 
ſity of doing Good to others, and a Commiſeration of 
their Uneaſineſs.

Ax p tho we may be liable to be impoſed upon by 
the artificial Pretences of ſome, which is the only Ex- 
cuſe Perſons of Ability can make for neglecting the 
Practice of this Duty, yet in the Charity now before 
us, no ſuch thing can poſſibly happen. However the 
ſturdy Vagabond may pretend himſelf a Cripple in the 
Streets, yet he will never for Relief apply himſelf to be 
examined by an able Surgeon, when the only thing he 
fears muft be immediately found out — that he is an 
errant Cheat. Some Sickneſs may perhaps be ſo coun- 
terteited, as to deceive the Skilful; yet no one, I be- 
lieve, when nothing ails him, will eare to go through a 
Courſe of Phyſie, or chooſe the Regimen of an'Hoſpi- 

tal. So that whatever is given for this ſort of Charity, 
can hardly ever be thrown away upon rom Objects, 
it were only to be wiſhed that we. were in à Capacity

Thus may we be apt to think, but inſtead of indulging 


ſuch vain, but pleaſing Thoughts as theſe, let us ſpend 


the preſent Moments more uſefully, by conſidering, 
I mean, that if we heartily embrace and practice the 
Doctrine which our Saviour came to teach us, all this 
is fully in our Power. It is but looking with an Eye 


of Faith, of a moſt rational and well- grounded Faith, 


and we may ſtiul ſee the ſame common Parent and 
Guardian ot Mankind, daily giving Lite and Health to 
the Sick of every Diſeaſe, reſtoring the crippled Limb, 
and making. the Bones _— were broken to rejoice.

Axp as the Sight of theſe beneficent and Aach 
Miracles of our Lord, by raiſing in us the higheſt Ad- 
miration of his Power and Goodneſs, would „ 
make us wiſh, as I was obſerving, for a like Power o 
diſtributing Life and Health to every miſerable Object 
that is near us; ſo give me Leave to remind you, that 
ſomething, like it, is more or leſs, in every Man's 
Power. For the Poor we have always with us, and 
God expects it from the Piety of his Church, that as - 
as far as our Abilities extend, we ſhould lend our Aid, 
to ſtrengthen the Infirmities, and ſupply the Wants of 
our miſerable Fellow-Creacures., And tis wiſe and 
good in our Creator to lay this Task upon us; for 


were He to continue to cure our Diſeaſes in the mira-

away all Occaſion of rewarding thoſe. who charirably 
cure the Broken-hearted, and give Medicine to heal 
their Sickneſs. Let us therefore thanktully embrace 
every Opportunity of following the Example of him 
who went about doing Good ; who himtfelt root o 
Infirmities, and bare our Sickneſs. . And, give me 
Leave to fay, that the Charity, which now calls us 
together, is well worthy of our Concern, well calcu- 
lated to promote the Glory of God, and the Good of 
Thouſands of our Fellow-Creatures, who withour the 
Aſſiſtance of you, the noble and charitable Benefactors 
that ſupport it, muſt be entirely loſt to themſelves, to 
their Families, and to their Country. For notwith- 
ſtanding the great and well-endow'd Hoſpitals of this 
rich and populous City, a ſad Experience tells us, that 
they are yet very unequal to the Want and Neceſſities 
of our numerous Poor; thouſands of whom muſt ſtill 
pine away their miſerable Days in Poverty, Pains and 
Sickneſs, if not relieved from ſome other Quarter. 
And this Charity is ſtill the greater, if we conſider the 
Part of the City tis fixed in; being in a Neighbour» 
hood, at a Diſtance from other Hoſpitals or Infirma- 
ries, but abounding with a numerous and induſtrious 
Poor: Particularly, Mariners diſabled in the Merchants 
Service, (and tor whom the Public has yet made no 
Proviſion) together with an Infinity of poor Manu- 
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ſacturers of various Occupations ; Multitudes of whom.

May God Almighty reward 
your Work and Labour of Love, and open the Hearts 
of others, to imitate your generous, good and laudable 
Example. May your Love and Kindneſs be rewarded 
here on Earth with that greateſt of all Bleſſings — 
that happy Fore-taſte of celeſtial Bliſs — the Teſtimony 
of a good Conſcience. May it ſweeten (in your laſt 
Hour) each bitter Pang of Death; and open to you a 
ſure and pleaſant Paſlage to that gracious Call, Come: 
Je bleſſed of my Father, inherit the Kingdom pre- 
fared for you from the Foundation of the World. For 
I was an Hungred, and ye gave me Meat, I was 
Thirſty, and ye gave me Drink, I was a Stranger, 
and ye took me in; Naked, and ye Cloathed me;
